This amendment provides that silver 
dollars shall be legal tender to the 
amount of fifty dollars, and smaller sil- 
ver coins to half that amount. The vote 
on the amendment was yeas, 112; nays, 
95. Messrs. Felton and Harris voted 
yea, while Messrs. Blount, Cook and 
Hill voted nay. The other Georgia mem- 
bers did not vote. Only three republi- 
cans from New England, New York and 
New Jersey voted forthe amendment, 
but the vote was not partizan. 

The bill was finally passed—yeas, 122; 
nays, 100. Mr. Blount was the only 
member of our delegation who 
voted for it; Messrs. Cook, Felton, and 
Harris voted against the passage of the 
bill, and Messrs. Candler, Hill, Hartridge 
and Smith did not vote. As it is reason- 
ably certain that the bill will become a 
law substantially as it passed the house, 
we give the full text: 


Sec. 1. That there be and hereby is appro. 
priated out of any moneyin the treasury not 
otherwise appropriated, the sum of $163,000 to 
provide for engraving, printing, and other ex- 
penses of making and issuing Unitel Siates 


notes. 
Sec 2 That the secretary of the avy is 
hereby directed to issue silver coin of the Uni- 
ted States of the denominations of 1), 2 

2%, and 8&8 cents, of standard value, in 
redemption ofan equal amount of the frac- 
tional currency, whether the same be now in 
the treasury awaiting redemption, or whether 
it may be presented tor redemption 
And the secretary of the treasury may, under 
the lations of the treasury department, 
provide for such redemption, and issue by sub- 
stitution at tbe regular sub-treasury and public 
depositories of the United States until the 
amount of fractional currency outstanding shall 


be redeemed. 

SEc. 3 That silver coins of the United States 
of the denomination of one dollar shall be legal 
tender at their nominal value for any amoun 
not exceeding fifty dollars in any one op bsp 
And silver coins of the United States of denom- 
inations of less than one dollar, shall be lega! 
tender at their nominal value for any amount 
not exceeding twenty-five dollars in any one 
payment. 


The immense production of the “‘Bo- 
nanza” mines and the demonetization of 
an immense amount of silver in the Ger- 
man empire, has depreciated the price of 
silver about seventeen cents an ounce. 
It is now worth a little less than paper 
money, and it is believed that gold would 
have to rise to 120—a point it has not 
touched since 1871—before there would 
be any profit in withdrawing the silver 
from circulation. The people may not 
like the change, for the fractional 
currency is the more covenient of the 
two; but it is claimed that a large por- 
tion of the latter is so worn that it can- 
not remain much longer in circulation. 
The annual expense of replacing the 
worn out fractional currency is said to be 
nearly a million and a half of dullars. Be 
sides, we have fourteen millions of newly- 
coined silver on hand, which, if not is- 
sued,is an elephant in the treasury. There 
is no convenient way to get rid of it or to 
utilize it except in issuing it. It was 
bought in a hurry aad at higher prices 
than now prevail. It lies ion the treasury 
unemployed and drawing no interest. 
Se whether we like it or not we will 
doubtless have to give up a portion of 
the convenient “rag baby” for the coin” 
ed product of Nevada’s prolific mines. 
Weare about to resum2 specie payments-— 
in a depreciated metal. It is a harmless 
experiment. We hope the ten-cent and 
fifteen cent notes will be first called in, 
and the fifties last of all.

GOVERNOR STONE OF MISSISSIPPI. 


The decision of the supreme court in 
the Grant parish and Kentucky election 
cases completely unnerved Ben. Butler 
end Ames’ other special Washington 
backers. They saw at once that it de- 
stroyed all possible villainy under the 
enforcement act, and no other rays of 
hope being discernible, they ordered a 
retreat. Butler approves of Ames’ 
resignation, because an impeachment 
trial ‘‘would have cost him his fortune, 
his reputation and endless difficulty,” but 
the majorivy of the radical politicians at 
Washington consider Ames a traitor 
who degerted his party in a crisis, leav- 
ing it without a head. He refused to 
appoint a lieutenant governor, they say, 
when Davis. resigned, and his whole 
effort was directed towards saving him- 
self. All of which is very true. Major 
General Adelbert Ames rode 
into the governor’s mansion 
in obedience to a military order, and he 
went out a foot.in obedievce to an in- 
formal order from the people, unhonor. 
ed and unsung. It is well. 

His successor, Col. J. M. Stone,is a 
prominent business man of Corinth, 
where the news of his latest promotion 
was received with general rejoicing. He 
has long been one of the leaders of his 
party in Mississippi, and has served six 
years in her senate. During the 
war he commanded the secord 
regiment of Mississippi volunteers, and 
inot unfrequently Davis’ brigade. He pos~ 
'sesses herve and ability, and senatorial 
investigations will find him fearless and 
his course impregnable. 

Mr. Morton succeeded in forcing last 
week the passage of a_ resolution 
for a committee of five to inves- 
tigate the recent election in 
Mississippi, although Mr. Thurman 
thoroughly exposed its unconstitutional- 
ity and animus, It was passed under 
the party whip, but it was probably re- 
considered yesterday, ss Mr. Norwood 
intended to discuss it. Mr. Cameron, of 
Wisconsin, will doubtless be the chrir- 
man of the committee that Mr. Morton 
is determined to have appointed, quite 
regardless of the fact that the bottom 
has fallen out of radicalism in Mississippi.

all are in the prolix form$that accuracy 
in legal pleadings is supposed to require. 
These five articles of impeachment are 
in fact an indictment found by the house 
of representatives sitting as a grend 
jury for the republic. The house 
alone possesses the power of impeach- 
ment, and the senate alone possesses the 


power to try an impeachment. For that, 


purpose the latter body resolves itself 
into the most august court known to 
our law. 

The articles of impeachment are 
brought before the senate by managers 
selected by the house. The democratic 
caucus on Friday night selected five 
democrats and two republicans, as fol- 
lows: Scott Lord of New York, Proctor 
Knott of Kentucky, Judge Lynde of 
Wisconsin, J. A. McMahon of Ohio, G. 
A. Jenks of Pepu., and W. A. Wheeler 
of New York and G. F. Hoar of Massa- 
chusetts. The selection of Mr. Hoar 
caused more of a wrangle than all the 
other six, many preferring Mr. Banks. 
Mr. Jenks is regarded as the best lawyer 
in the house, and the entire het is a 
strong one. There was almost an unan- 
imous feelingin the caucus that Ran- 
do)ph Tucker of Virginia should be one 
of the managers, but the declension of all 
the eoutherr democrats deprived him of 
an opportunity to use his brilliant powers 
as an advocate, 

As soon as the senate resolves itself 
into acourt of impeachment doubtles 
the ex-secretary’s lawyers will object 
to its jurisdiction, on the ground that an 
officer who has relinquished his office 
and whose resignation has been duly ac- 
cepted, can not be impeached. This 
question will be argued at considerable 
length, and it will probably prove the 
most interesting question of law in the 
whole case. The guilt of the accused is 
not a matter of doubt, but the right of 
the senate to convict him under the cir- 
cumstances is not so clear. This ques- 
tion and all others connected with the 
case will be justly decided, for the ac- 
cused is no longer a political power or 
necessity. He is as much out of poli- 
tics now as he ever can be, anda quiet» 
decorous and impartial trial may be 
expected.

The Trustees Conclade to Run the 
Machine a While.

The patrons of the Georgia state lot- 
tery awoke to the realization of the fact that 
their favorite ‘‘wheel of fortune’’ was being 
given its merry-go-’round by different hands 
from those to which they had so long been ac- 
customed. The reason for this sudden change 
in the management of affairs was not under 


stood, but mg | taken to as a matterof course 
The statement of this fact — the streets led 
to inquiries, and those inquiries developed the 
true state of the facts in the premises. 

THE GEORGIA STATE LOTTERY 


was zed under a charter of the legislature 
granted in 1866 and intended to be used for the 
p urpose of raising funds to build a home for 
widows and orphans. A number oi very estim- 
able widow ladies in this state were named 
as the trustees, to whom was given ia 
charge the performance of the mission intend- 
ed to be aided by the lottery grant from the 
legislature. It was several years later before 
the affair took practical shape and began to op- 
erate. When it did take direction and beceme 
an active institution, itat once arose to @ pay- 
ing basis, and, as was shown lately through 
these columns itsannualincome since 1869 hes 
been ey over the expenses, enormoasly large 
though they wefe. The public has gone on tol- 
erating and patronizing the institution, and 
supposing possibly that it was doing a gieat 
charitable office in our state community. But 


THIS IDEA WAS EXPLODED 


by Senator Robert Hester, during the last ses- 
sion of the Jegisiature. He introduced a bill to 
abolish the lottery, and advocated its in 
so full of startling facts, and facts uf so 
truthful authority, that the public was con- 
strained to look upon the record. The bill,over 
many difficulties and -great opposition, finally 
revailed. Under the showing made in that 
fight the bill found many friends and the pub- 
lic opinion of the state was openly exp in 
gratification at the result. 
THE BOARD OF MANAGERS 


during all these years was composed of Celonel 
James D. Waddell Dr. Henry L. Wilson and 
Col. Alexander Wallace, who were elected by 
the trustees in 1868. They took charge of the 
entire business management of the affairs of 
the lottery and the trustecs took back seats and 
anything else that the managers were pleased 
togive them. The trustees were almost left 
withouta voice, for though they met in their 
reguiar meetings and passed resolutious con- 
cerning the management, their desires were 
never respected. so they say. For the past three 
years a rtion of the board of tiustees have 
been terribly dissatisfied with the management 
and would willingly have permitted those gen- 
tlemen to retire, but there were causes present- 
ed tothe ladies which prevented them from 
acting. Indeed, they were threatened that if 
the management was disturbed it would affect 
the standing of the ere gtd before the legisla- 
ture! How well founded this claim was is not 
forany one to question, we presume. Three 
years ago, however, an attempt was made 
to change the management of the busi- 
ness affairs, but without result. Stilla portion 
of the trustees have countenanced the actions of 
these managers. 

MAKING OPEN WAR. 


All this time Mrs. Phebe Pember, one of the 
estimabie lady trustees and oue of large intel- 
ligence and strong convictions of duty and 
right, has been making open fizht against the 
management. It has only been recently that 
she has seen daylight ahead of her. The trustees 
have been reduced in number to four, viz: Mrs. 
Pember, Mrs. Wilson, Mrs. Pierson and Mrs. 
Doles Fecently. in addition to the power of 
attorney which she held from Mrs. Pierson, Mrs. 
Pember was given a power of attorney from 
Mrs Doles. With her vote she now controlled 
a majority of the board. 

THE FIRST MOVE 


she determined to make was to chenge the en“ 
tire personel of the lottery management.

milt. 
THE WRI OF OUSTER, 


however, came on Siturday, when Mrs. Pember 
accompanied by ber brother in-law, Mr. Octavius 
Cohen, of Savannah, appeared upon the scene 
and deposed them by the election of Mr. Cohen 
and Mr. Morris, as managers pro tempore. The 
oid regime did notcaretoretire, but there was 
no getting outof the necessity, and they went.
